A FIRE that destroyed a Scout hut 
and forced more than 40 people to be 
evacuated from their homes is being 
treated as arson. 

The building in Manor Hatch Close, which 
has been used as the headquarters for the 7th 
Harlow Scouts group for more than 30 years, 
was set alight on Monday evening. 

Fire crews who attended the scene shortly 
before 7pm were unable to save the single 
storey building which was completely gutted. 

People living in neighbouring properties 
were evacuated to a nearby community hall as 
a result of the blaze, which is the fifth arson 
attack in Harlow in two months. 

They stayed there until the area was declared 
safe almost an hour later. 

Nigel Dalby, Scout and Cub leader for 7th 
Harlow group, said the evening’s events had 
been extremely distressing. 

“By the time I got to Manor Hatch the hut 
was fully engulfed in flames,” he said. “It was 
a real shock, though my main concern was for 
the safety of older residents living in the area. 

“It was extremely distressing to watch 
frightened elderly people in wheelchairs being 
evacuated from their homes into the cold. It 
was, however, heartening how the community 



and services rallied together to help. Everyone 
was fantastic.” 

According to Mr Dalby, the cost of the dam¬ 
age could be as high as £100,000. 

“As well as the cost of the building itself, we 
had all our camping and activity equipment 
stored in that hut,” he explained. “I don’t know 
if we will be able to afford to rebuild, though 
fortunately it is the nature of Scouts to help 
each other and already other groups have 
offered their support.” 

Kirsty Burling, of Barley Croft, whose 
seven-year-old son is a member of the group’s 
Beaver pack, branded those responsible for 
burning down the hut “selfish”.

Working together for Harlow 
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Petition calls 
on council to 
lift threat to 
Pets' Corner 

CONCERNS over the future 
of Pets’ Corner have 
prompted hundreds of 
residents to join an online 
campaign. 

More than 600 people have 
signed an e-petition calling on 
Harlow Council to abandon 
its plans to offload the Town 
Park attraction as part of a 
cost-cutting drive. 

It is one of seven 
discretionary services that 
faces the axe next April unless 
new operators from the 
private, public or voluntary 
sectors can be found. 

Friends of Pets’ Corner 
chairwoman Della Johnson, 
who works at the site as a 
volunteer, said: “The council 
has rushed headlong into a 
tender process without even 
bothering to ask residents 
what they want. 

“The only thing we can be 
sure of is that if no-one is in 
place to take over the service 
by April 1 - itself a 
prohibitively short deadline - 
then Pets’ Corner will close. 
“It’s not just a question of 
closing a building. There are 
animals here that will need 
new homes or else have to be 
put down, and Harlow will 
have lost a service that has 
given so much to the 
community for over 40 years.” 
But Joel Charles, the council’s 
portfolio holder for 
community and citizenship, 
said it was “hopeful” of 
finding a new operator. 

“The council is not talking 
about closing Pets’ Corner as 
we are in advanced 
discussions with a local 
organisation about the future 
management of the service,. 
We remain hopeful that a 
positive outcome will be 
found,” he said. 

“Harlow Council wants 
to work with the private and 
voluntary sector to run our 
community services because 
it is no longer sustainable to 
continue as we are.”

Black belt gran: My 
family think I'm mad

A GUTSY grandmother has 
proved she is not to be 
messed with after gaining 
her black belt in a Samurai 
warrior-style martial art.

In order to gain her black belt 
she had to complete a gruelling 
four-and-a-half hour exam. 

“To pass your black belt you 
have to be able to demonstrate all 
these different set pieces and 
show both physical and mental 
control when handling the 
weapons,” she said. “It’s not 
easy; I was really relieved when I 
found out I’d passed.” 

Mike, who has been teaching 
the ancient martial art for the 
past 37 years, described Anne”s 
achievement as “phenomenal”. 

“She has not only excelled 
in Japanese swordsmanship but 


has also joined in with our 
demonstrations around the coun¬ 
try raising money for charity in 
the process,” he added. “She is 
one of the family.” 

Now the proud owner of five 
different types of sword and three 
spears, Anne said she intends to 
carry on her training in Muso 
Shugyo to the highest possible 
level. 

“There are many more levels 
above the black belt to work 
towards so I just want to carry on 
as far as I can,” she said. “It is a 
really good way of keeping fit 
and a lot of fun 

“I think most of my relatives 
think I am mad, but I see it as a 
very good way of growing old 
disgracefully!”

“It is the 60 children that used 
that hut that have really lost out,” 
she said. “It is so selfish to take 
that away from the community 
for no good reason other than 
that someone had nothing better 
to do with their time. More wor- 
ryingly is the fact that somebody 
could have been killed.” 

Since October there have been 
arson attacks on the former 
YWCA building in Fourth 
Avenue, the Nicholls Field Play 
Bam, an office at Pamdon Wood 
Nature Reserve and sheds at an 
allotments site in Water Lane. 

Joel Charles, Harlow Coun¬ 


cil’s portfolio holder for commu¬ 
nity and citizenship, said: “This 
was another utterly disgraceful 
arson attack on a community 
facility in Harlow. 

“While police hunt for those 
responsible, Harlow Council is 
stepping up ranger patrols 
around potentially vulnerable 
buildings in the town. 

“Local people can also play a 
vital role as we enter the holiday 
period. If you see suspicious 
activity around public buildings 
then ring the police immediately. 

“People who set fires deliber¬ 
ately are robbing the community 
of facilities; the community can 
help us to catch them.”

Busy year in 
Harlow and 
in Parliament 

ONE of the special things 
about Christmas is not just 
the warmth of the fellowship 
of families and friends 
spending time together, but 
also the dedication of so many 
people who work throughout 
the day. 

Carers, nurses, doctors, 
police, petrol station staff, 
fire officers and many more 
besides carry on working to 
keep Harlow running. 

I saw this first hand on 
Christmas Day last year when 
I visited Princess Alexandra 
Hospital with Ian Jackson 
from Harlow Hospital Radio to 
wish patients and nurses a 
happy Christmas. I look 
forward to going again this 
Sunday. 

As your MP I have tried hard 
to support our community. As 
well as visiting four or five 
Harlow organisations almost 
every week, I've also 
volunteered to pack boxes at 
Harlow Food Bank, read the 
Star for the talking 
newspapers, been a 
receptionist at St Clare 
Hospice and taken on the role 
of a school milk monitor - to 
name but a few. 

In Parliament, as many of you 
will know, I am doing 
everything possible to support 
apprenticeships because I 
believe they give our 
youngsters the best possible 
chance in life. That is why I 
now employ my second Harlow 
apprentice and was really 
proud to launch and support 
an incredible apprentice fair 
at Harlow College which 
helped 30 young people to get 
jobs. 

Despite the difficult economy, 
the number of apprenticeships 
in Harlow has increased by a 
massive 73 per cent this year, 
which is good news. I am also 
working hard with Harlow 
College, Anglia Ruskin 
University and local firms 
(including the hospital) to 
bring a proper apprentice 
school to Harlow for young 
people aged 14-19. 

My other major battle 
recently has been for cheaper 
fuel. I did everything I could 
to raise the issue - 
e-petitions, debates in 
Parliament and even pushing a 
taxi to 10 Downing Street - in 
protest at rip-off fuel prices. 
The Government listened and 
not only did they cut petrol 
tax at the last Budget, but 
they have now cancelled the 
January rise, too. This will 
save the average Harlow 
family £144 next year. 

This year I held 24 surgeries 
in schools, churches and 
community buildings, as well 
as local shopping hatches. I 
have also met with at least 
160 Harlow residents in 
Westminster, and taken 75- 
plus school or community 
groups for a tour around 
Parliament. 

Finally, can I take this 
opportunity to wish all Star 
readers a very special 
Christmas and a peaceful New 
Year.

PLANS to fit solar panels to hun¬ 
dreds of council homes in Harlow 
will not see the light of day after 
the Government slashed funding 
for the project. 

The Harlow Council-backed initiative 
was originally launched in July when the 
authority announced photovaltic panels 
would be fitted to 1,200 properties across 
the town. 

All installation and maintenance costs 
over the 25-year life of the programme 
were to be met by Kier Harlow, which 
planned to recoup its outlay through the 
Government’s Feed In Tariff (FiT) 
scheme. 

But the entire project has now ground 
to a halt after ministers announced plans 
to cut back FiT payments by 50 per cent 
- potentially leaving Kier out of pocket 
and hundreds of council tenants disap¬ 
pointed. 

Council leader Andrew Johnson said 
the “unforeseen” funding reduction had 
left the authority no alternative but to 
shelve the programme less than half way 
through its first phase. 

“Following the Government’s sudden 
proposed changes to subsidies, we have 
had to scale back the programme to 280 
homes,” he said. “We share our tenants’ 
disappointment. 

“I hope the Government would consid¬ 
er allowing existing schemes to continue 
and I have lobbied our MP about this. 

“In the meantime, the council and Kier 
Harlow are examining other ways in 
which we can help residents reduce their

energy bills.” 

Harlow MP Robert Halfon said he had 
already raised the issue with energy min¬ 
ister Gregory Barker in the hope of secur¬ 
ing additional funding to see the project 
through to completion. 

He said: “As winter approaches we 
urgently need to help Harlow families 
and pensioners with the soaring cost of 
heating bills. I have met personally with 
the energy minister about this, urging the 
Government to finance these solar panels 
for our town. He is looking at this now. 

“In the meantime there will be other 
measures to help, like the Green Deal, 
where Harlow households will be able to 
insulate their home for free. This will 
support at least 65,000 insulation and 
construction jobs by 2015” 

But Labour group leader Mark 
Wilkinson said the Government had 
“badly let down” residents who had opted 
in to the scheme. 

“I think it is important that this situa¬ 
tion is put right,” he said. “After bragging 
about helping everyone and helping to 
bring bills down the Government have 
pulled the plug overnight. 

“A lot of residents were looking for¬ 
ward to cheaper utility bills which they 
will no longer receive. I would hope Mr 
Halfon will do all he can to turn this deci¬ 
sion around and fight for the people of 
this town because his government has 
badly let down residents.” 


Bus passenger's blast 
at 'disgusting' shelters 



FILTHY bus shelters, unma¬ 
rked stops, a lack of timeta¬ 
bles and double parked cars 
are making the lives of those 
who rely on Harlow’s public 
transport network a misery, 
according to one angry pas¬ 
senger. 

Ron Bill, of Upper Park, 
said graffiti-covered shelters 
in Fold Croft and Horn¬ 
beams have not been cleaned 
in year, while a lack of road 
markings at other stops in the 
town mean cars often block 
the road. 

“Two of the shelters I regu¬ 
larly wait at are absolutely 
disgusting,” he said. “They 
are covered with offensive 
graffiti, windows have been 
smashed and not replaced 
and litter is strewn every¬ 
where. 

“Considering the Govern¬ 
ment claims to want to 
improve public transport and 
encourage people to use 
buses, surely Harlow Council 
needs to pull its finger out 
and give the town’s shabby 
infrastructure a bit of a 
facelift.”

Mr Bill also pointed out 
that many of the town’s bus 
stops don’t display timetables 
or noticeboards, leaving pas¬ 
sengers in the dark over serv¬ 
ice changes and route alter¬ 
ations. 

“Most towns can provide 
their residents with decent 
shelters, clearly marked stops 
and timetables so why can’t 
ours?” he added. 

Tony Hall, Harlow Coun¬ 
cil’s portfolio holder for envi¬ 
ronment, said: “The council 
is able to carry out repairs to 
bus shelters whenever we are 
alerted to damage and clean 
them up, but there isn’t a 
rolling programme of repairs. 

“It is also important to 
point out that not all bus shel¬ 
ters in the town are provided 
by Harlow Council. Some are 
the responsibility of Essex 
County Council while shel¬ 
ters on main routes are pro¬ 
vided by Adshel, a private 
company.”

Fire-damaged 
play bam will 

be rebuilt

A POPULAR community 
centre which was set on fire 
in an arson attack last month 
will have to be demolished 
and replaced after engineers 
deemed the building unsal- 
vageable. 

The Nicholls Field Play Barn 
was so badly damaged that an 
inspection team called in by 
Harlow Council to assess the 
wood and concrete structure con¬ 
cluded it was no longer viable. 

The force of the blaze in the 
early morning of November 19 
caused the building’s roof to col¬ 
lapse. Opportunist thieves then 


stole metal pipes, taps, water 
heaters and other fittings in the 
wake of the fire. 

The facility, which was regular¬ 
ly used as a base for local com¬ 
munity groups and changing 
rooms for football teams in the 
Harlow District League, had only 
recently been given a facelift after 
students from Passmores Aca¬ 
demy painted colourful murals on 
the exterior walls. 

The council will meet the con¬ 
struction costs of the new build¬ 
ing - estimated at around 
£270,000 - through a combina¬ 
tion of insurance money and 
grants for capital projects. 

Joel Charles, portfolio holder 
for community and citizenship, 
said the council would now look

carefully at the location of the 
new building and security meas¬ 
ures to safeguard it. 

He said: “We may site it in a 
different area to make it less vul¬ 
nerable to attacks.

£30k worth of fake goods seized 
in crackdown on counterfeit sales 


FIVE people have been arrested in a crack¬ 
down on the sale of counterfeit goods. 

Police checking vans and lorries heading for 
the market at North Weald Airfield on 
Saturday arrested three men and a 16-year-old 
boy on suspicion of possessing fake designer 
clothes, boots and make-up at Hastingwood on 
Saturday. 

While officers checked drivers’ documents 
and examined their vehicles for roadworthi¬ 
ness, trading standards officials were checking 
the loads for illegal products. 

Two vanloads of counterfeit goods with an 
estimated street value of more than £30,000 
were seized during the operation. 

A total of 53 commercial vehicles were 
intercepted on the Ml 1 and A414 and taken to 
the weighbridge area at junction 7 where they 
were checked. 


In addition to the four people who were 
arrested, three other people were reported for 
other trading standards offences and four 
traders were given warning notices. 

Five days earlier, a 52-year-old man from 
Harlow was arrested after police and trading 
standards officers recovered a haul of counter¬ 
feit goods in the town. 

Officers who carried out the raid at an 
address in River Way last Tuesday found large 
quantities of fake designer jewellery, clothes 
and boots. 

They also discovered fireworks which were 
not being stored correctly. 

Sergeant Kevin Gay said: “At this time of 
year people do not want to part with hard- 
earned cash on an item to later find out it is 
fake and they have no guarantee or come¬ 
back.”

Bringing Change Home 
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Man guilty of 
groping teen 


A PENSIONER who groped a teenage 
girl has been spared a jail sentence but 
warned that he will be sent to prison if 
he does it again. 

Stanley Brown (66), of Church Leys, 
Harlow, pleaded guilty at Chelmsford Crown 
Court to a charge of assault. He was given a 
nine-month jail sentence suspended for two 
years. 

The court was told the offence took place at 
an address in Braintree. Brown told the girl she 
“looked really pretty” before pulling down her 
tights and touching her. 

Peter Gair, prosecuting, said the 17-year-old 
victim recorded the incident on her mobile 
phone and was heard saying to Brown: “No, 
stop it.” 

However, Mr Gair said there had clearly 
been a deliberate and prolonged attempt to 
assault her and added that, despite her pleas for 
Brown to stop, he continued to call her darling 
and touch her underneath her clothing. 

Nicola May, representing Brown, pleaded 
with the judge not to send the defendant to jail 
because of his age and the fact he was not in the 
best of health. 

Passing sentence, judge Christopher Ball 
told Brown he had read the transcript of the 
recording made by the victim which showed he 
was being persistent. 

“She repeatedly asked you to stop and you 
ignored her,” he said, adding: “If you lay a fin¬ 
ger on anyone, you’ll go to jail.” 

Brown was also ordered to sign on the sex 
offenders register for the next 10 years. 


Don't make it easy for 
burglars this Christmas 


HOUSEHOLDERS are being 
urged to check their home 
security in the run-up to 
Christmas. 

Police have received 27 reports 
of burglaries and attempted 
break-ins since the beginning of 
the month with thieves making 
off with jewellery, Christmas 
presents and even cars from 
addresses across Harlow. 

Crime reduction officer Graham 
Anthony said many of the 
incidents could have been 
avoided if doors and windows 
had been properly secured. 

"One of the main problems 
across the district is that many 
residents do not lock their 
doors properly," he said. 

"Some burglars are well versed 
in opening front doors that are 
not properly locked with a key, 
especially UPVC doors. And 
they are particularly attracted 
to properties with nice cars 
parked outside." 


He added: "Imagine the upset 
when you get up in the morning 
to find that someone has 
broken in, taken your valuables 
or Christmas presents, used the 
car keys to steal your car and 
sometimes left your front door 
open. 

"Imagine the aggravation that 
follows - calling police, 
assessing exactly what has 
been taken, contacting insurers, 
advising the bank. 

"You'll probably also have to 
wait days or months to get a 
replacement vehicle and you 
may find that insurers reject 
your claims because your home 
was not fully secured. All 
because you didn't lock up 
properly using the key."

(TO OLD HARLOW 
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Wishful thinking won't save services 


SIR, There are now hundreds of 
signatures on a petition to save 
Pets’ Corner. I also know there is 
an online petition to save Harlow 
Museum. 

Both of these implore Harlow 
Council not to shut these much¬ 
loved services. And I support them 
both. 

Shutting services that people have 
grown up with is the last resort. 
You just have to read the online 
comments of parents who went to 
Pets’ Corner as children and who 
now take their own children there 
to see the affection this and other 
services are held in. 

I am Harlow born and bred and I 
share that inheritance, too. The 
problem is that we are not going to 
save Pets’ Corner, the museum or 


any other of our discretionary 
services through the power of 
wishful thinking or nostalgic 
yearning. 

The council, like many others, is 
facing huge pressure on its 
finances and we simply cannot 
afford to run these services any 
longer. 

Back in July I warned that we 
faced a fork in the road where 
Pets’ Corner and other facilities 
were concerned. We could find new 
providers to run these services 
from the private and voluntary 
sector or they faced closure. 

The council has set about the only 
practical course open to us - 
meeting dozens of potential 
partners who might be able to run 
the museum, Pets’ Corner, The 


Playhouse, the arts service, 
Parndon Wood Nature Reserve, the 
paddling pools and the bandstand 
on our behalf. 

The position with Pets’ Corner is 
that we are in advanced discussions 
with a local organisation over its 
future management and we remain 
hopeful that a positive outcome 
will be found. We planned to be in 
the short listing phase for 
discretionary services by this 
month and we are keeping to that 
timetable. 

We are also continuing to hold 
detailed talks with interested 
groups over Harlow Museum, the 
arts service, bandstand and nature 
reserve. I know it is a difficult 
period for the staff employed by 
these services, but it is important 


to get in place the right long-term 
arrangements. 

As we have said before, The 
Playhouse is a larger commercial 
venture so the appointment of new 
providers in its case will take 
longer. In the meantime, it operates 
as usual. 

On a final note, we are still looking 
at options for running the town’s 
paddling pools. 

I understand the emotion that the 
uncertainty over these services has 
caused, but we need to keep 
working on drawing up the 
agreements with providers that will 
guarantee these services a future. 
That is something I will be more 
than happy to put my name to.

This show’s appeal is that on top 
of its panto checklist of a villain, 
dame, hero, pretty women, eager 
young chorus, slapstick, 
audience participation and 
laughs for all the family, at times 
it steps into the Harry Hill world 
of surreal entertainment. 

Within the framework of a slick 
production which moved 
seamlessly from one scene to the 
next, whose entertainment 
values are matched by the sets, 
costumes, lighting and music, 
and with fire, water (get ready to 
duck near the end) and a snow 
machine thrown in, it’s got all 
the elements and constitutes a 
great night out.

Cruise back in control 
as a man on a mission 


MISSION IMPOSSIBLE - GHOST PROTOCOL 
certificate 12A r 2h13m 

IN the three previous Mission: 

Impossible films, leading man Tom 
Cruise has been put through his paces 
by different visionary film-makers - 
Brian De Palma, John Woo and JJ 
Abrams. 

For this fourth high octance caper, Brad Bird 
- Oscar-winning director of The Incredibles 
and Ratatouille - has been given the task of 
orchestrating the slam-bang thrills. 

Making his live action debut, Bird brings a 
playfulness and wry sense of humour to 
proceedings. 

From the moment Tom Cruise’s secret agent 
barks “Light the fuse” cueing Lalo Schifrin’s 
iconic theme music over the opening credits, 
our pulses race and we’re strapped tight in for 
a giddy thrill ride. 

Impossible Missions Force operative Ethan 
Hunt (Cruise) is sprung from a Russian jail by 
fellow agents Jane Carter (Paula Patton) and 
Benji Dunn (Simon Pegg). They are ordered to 
break into the Kremlin to steal intelligence 
files that reveal the identity of a terrorist 
codenamed Cobalt. 

But the mission turns sour when madman 
Hendricks (Michael Nyqvist) detonates a 
bomb inside the iconic building to cover up 
the theft of Russian nuclear launch codes. 
Disavowed by the US government, Ethan, 

Jane, Benji and top analyst William Brandt 
(Jeremy Renner) must operate outside of 
official channels to apprehend Hendricks 
before he can initiate nuclear Armageddon. 
Mission: Impossible - Ghost Protocol is a 
delight, careening from the jail break and the 
demolition of the Kremlin to a breathless 
chase through a sand storm and a bruising 
skirmish in an Indian car manufacturing plant. 
What Andre Nemec and Josh Appelbaum's 
script lacks in plausibility, it compensates with 
unabashed, all-guns-blazing fun. 

Cruise is kept in the eye of the storm, allowing 
the gung-ho star to perform many of his own 
jaw-dropping stunts. He throws himself into 
the melee with boundless energy, scaling the 
dizzying heights of the world’s tallest building 
in Dubai or zip-lining onto the roof of a 
moving vehicle on the streets of Moscow. 

It’s hard to believe he turns 50 in the summer. 
Patton injects ballsy girl power and Pegg 
brings welcome comic relief, while Renner 
proves his action credentials before taking the 
lead in The Bourne Legacy next year. 

For now, 2011 ends with an almighty bang 
and Cruise firmly in control.

THE GIRL WITH THE DRAGON

IT’S been less than two years since 
British audiences gnawed their nails 
to the cuticle watching the 
graphically violent original adapted 
from the best-seller by Stieg 
Larsson 

The Scandinavian co-production 
was both grimy and gritty, and 
deservedly garnered lead actress 
Noomi Rapace numerous plaudits 
for her mesmerising portrayal of an 
emotionally damaged computer 
hacker. 

David Fincher’s English language 
remake oozes style from the eye¬ 
catching opening credits, which 
marries Trent Reznor’s electro re¬ 
working of Led Zeppelin’s 
Immigrant Song with startling 
images of oil slithering over body 
parts and modern technology. 

The Oscar-nominated director 
delivers an eye-catching cinematic 
experience, aided by 
cinematographer Jeff Cronenweth 
who captures the stark beauty and 
fragility of the wintry Swedish 
locales. Editing is snappy, too, for 
the set pieces including fisticuffs in 
a subway station and a night-time 
chase along perilous roads. 
Journalist Mikael Blomkvist (Daniel 
Craig, pictured) is found guilty of 
slandering a prominent industrialist 
in his magazine Millennium, edited 



by on-off lover Erika Berger (Robin 
Wright). With his reputation in 
tatters, Mikael accepts a 
commission from the reclusive 
Henrik Vanger (Christopher 
Plummer). 


The old man is haunted by the 
disappearance of his great-niece 
Harriet almost 40 years earlier and 
he hopes that the discredited 
journalist will be able to deduce 
who abducted and killed the 
teenager. 

Taking up residence on the Vanger 
estate, the hack begins his 
investigation and he is soon aided 
by computer expert Lisbeth 
Salander (Rooney Mara), who has 
valuable insights to the case. 
Together, the unlikely sleuths follow 
the trail of secrets and lies, trusting 
no one as skeletons tumble out of 
the Vanger closet. 

The Girl With The Dragon Tattoo is 
as emotionally cold as the barren 
lands where the case unfolds and 
Fincher’s film isn’t helped by 
Craig’s charisma-free portrayal of a 
man on a mission. His fleeting, half¬ 
hearted attempts at an accent are 
blown away by the icy wind. 
Thankfully, Mara is beguiling as the 
tattooed and pierced avenging 
angel with a brilliant mind, 
although she falls short of Rapace’s 
heartbreaking interpretation. 
Supporting performances are solid, 
notably Plummer as a wily 
patriarch, who beholds the rest of 
his clan with disdain. 

Audiences unfamiliar with 
Larsson’s book or the original film 
will guess the final twist identity 
well before Fincher’s film spills the 
blood of the guilty.

SOUTH African wing 
Werner Kotze turned 
from villain to hero as the 
Rams completed a mem¬ 
orable fightback from 
22-9 down at half-time to 
snatch a draw against 
Wanstead. 

With the score poised at 
17-22 and nearly three min¬ 
utes into injury-time Kotze - 
who had been sin-binned in 
the first half after clashing 
with an opponent - sped 
through a gap by the left 
touchline to make it 22-22. 

The conversion was an 
extremely difficult one and fly- 
half Michael Dobson went close, 
but could not find the extra two 
points to seal a victory 

Dobson had earlier somehow 
missed a conversion attempt 
from six yards out! 

Ultimately the Rams paid the 
price for a shocking first-half 
display when they conceded 
three tries. 

The forwards, in particular, 
were at fault for two of the tries 


as they rolled over too often, like 
a Springer spaniel waiting for his 
tummy to be tickled. 

Harlow had started well and 
Dobson kicked a penalty after 
only 80 seconds. 

At the other end, Wanstead 
fly-half Paul Casey missed a rel¬ 
atively easy penalty kick. 

The visitors scored their first 
try after 10 minutes. 

Forwards’ pressure from a 


rolling maul enabled Lee 
Amman to get the final touch. 

Casey converted from a tricky 
position on the left to make it 3- 
7. 

Minutes later Harlow were 
awarded a penalty for offside and 
Dobson reduced the gap to a 
point. 

Harlow’s forward were again 
at fault as Wanstead scored their 
second try on 21 minutes. 


Amman grabbed a second 
from another rolling maul, but 
this time Casey missed the extras 
(6-12). 

Kotze’s moment of madness 
came on 24 minutes. 

He got away with punching a 
Wanstead player five minutes 
earlier but the red mist descend¬ 
ed again as the Bok attacked the 
Wanstead number eight.

Against the 14, the visitors 
added a third try a minute later.

Casey added the conversion 
for a 6-19 lead. 

Harlow responded with a 
Dobson penalty, but the Rams 
conceded another silly penalty 
on the stroke of half-time which 
Casey kicked (9-22). 

A minute after the restart 
Casey missed what would prove 
to be a crucial penalty which 
thudded against the left post. 

The referee showed inconsis¬ 
tency as he later refused to sin- 
bin a Wanstead prop for punch¬ 
ing. 

The Rams then came alive as 
Rob Mackie cut through the East 
Londoners’ rearguard for 
Harlow’s first try on 47 minutes. 

Dobson missed arguably the 
easiest conversion of his career. 

He also missed a penalty min¬ 
utes later. 

On 68 minutes, Wanstead ille¬ 
gally collapsed a scrum and 
Dobson slotted over a penalty to 
make it 17-22. 

Then came Kotze’s late hero¬ 
ics to snatch a point.

Ex-skipper won't 
mince his words 

RAMS forward Paul Eynon has warned his team¬ 
mates to stay off the mince pies this Christmas 
- if Harlow are to keep apace with Holt in the 
race for promotion. 

The Elizabeth Way club have hit a blip in recent 
weeks and were only denied a second 
successive defeat by South African wing Werner 
Jotze's late, late try against Wanstead on 
Saturday.

HAWKS boss Danny Chapman has 
acted swiftly to replace experienced hit¬ 
man James Bunn - by swooping for 
Waltham Forest ace Jeff Hammond.
